Another source, a former 
agent assigned to the FJLl.'s

lawyers may find wWlgnce to 
support indictments on cheat* 
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charges as well. 

The New York Times report- 
ed in March 1975 that the bu- 
reau bad kidnapped and inter- 
rogated foreign agents- k dis- 
covered operating covertly in 
this country. 

These sources said in Inter- 
views that kidnapping waa also 
used to get information from 
or to "disrupt" the activities of 
figures in domestic radical 
groups.

own "* He said the victim was 
roughed up but was released 
"without permanent damage." 
Grand Jury Cited 
Both sources said that this 
was not an isolated incident 
over the past decade and that 
some of the men who hid con- 
ducted illegal burglaries, and 
thus would com© under the 
Department of Justice Inquiry, 
knew about or had been In- 
volved in such kidnappings. 

Meanwhile, a well placed 
Government source ©aid that 
evidence In the investigation 
of F B.I. burglaries had already 
been presented to a grand jury, 
but he declined to disclose Its 
location. . . s >.r . * 

Another source, with exten- 
sive contacts among present 
and former F.BJ. agents, said 
that indictments were expected 
as early as September and 
might involve an initial group 
of 23 agents or officials. 

"Street agnts," however, had 
littel specific knowledge of the 
pace of the investigation, ac- 
cording to one source. William 
L. Gardner, th< lawyer In Che 
Justice Department's Civil 
Rights Division, which is con- 
ducting this Investigation, has 
Itold certain agents that they 
might have to go before a Fed- 
eral grand Jury. 

He has also told agent©, 
•ourcea report, that the Gov- 
ernment would grant them im- 
munity from prosecution for 
their part in burglaries la ex- 
change for their testimony. Mr. 
Gardner, who heads the Civil 
Rights Division’s criminal sec- 
ition, is investigating violations 
Jo# laws that prohibit law en- 
forcement officials from depriv- 
ing a citizen of his civil rights 
} or from making illegal searches 
and seizures.
